The 
old couple had no money in the house and the 
reason for the prime is unknown.

Bay Cuban refugees are in possession of a 
large amount of money and are pieparing for 
landing In Cirba in combination with parties 
here.

The gov- 
ernment In spite of all these facts pretends to 
ridicule all reports of threatened invasion. 
News has reached this city that the minister 
for colonies has made a new loan ot £3,000,000 
with the Hlspano Colonial bank of Barcelona 
for account of the Cnban treasury, pledging 
In return dally payments of $15,000 from the 
Income of the Cubin custom house. The 
Cuban treasury will have to pay one per cent 
commission on tho loan and Interest of nine 
and half per cent per annum. This measure 
has caused the .greatest Indignation here and 
added to the stale of profound alarm and cen- 
eral discontent prevailing, as tho loan and con 
tract with tho same bank In 'SO was consid- 
ered one of the calamities which brought 
about the present state of affairs. By \lrtuo of 
tbe foiuicr loan through which the Banco 
Hlspano, colonial, is realizing nu immense 
proGt.the burden of which Cuba alone has to 
bear, the bank Is already receiving $33,000 
dally from the Income of tho Cuban custom 
bouse. A petition which tobacco growers of 
Vuelta Abajo submitted to tho home govern- 
ment asking that urgent measures be taken to 
remedy avlls which they enumerated destruc- 
tive of their industry has been virtually re- 
jected. Tho answer from tho government 
settled none of tho difficulties. A perfect 
panic is reigning In tho markets. Merchants 
In order to sell their drafts have to submit to 
largo loss ou current rates ot exchange which 
are continually declining. Some of the larger 
houseTcannot sell their bills of exchange at 
any rate."

Esilroad Wreci. 


UAVTOX, April 11.—The wreck on the 


Little Miami division of the
